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Where did our "Blue Berets qo? 


Our "Blue Berets" who deployed on 22 
August were sent to Croatia as part of the 
United Nations medical support. Since we 
have shipmates over there, we now have a 
desire to know more about that area. 

Bosnia-Hercegovina is a newly inde¬ 
pendent country that controls roughly only 
10 percent of its area. 

The country, commonly called Bosnia, 
has three main groups: Serbians, Cro- 
atians and Muslims. Muslims make up 43 
percent of the population, Serbs, 31 perc¬ 
ent, and Croatians, 17 percent. The coun¬ 
try declared independence from Yugoslavia 
on March 3, 1992, and was immediately 
embroiled in a civil war. 

Conflict has been a part of the 
history of the country since the Middle 
Ages and at the heart of the conflict is 
religion. Although all Bosnians are 
ethnically Slavic and speak Serbo- 
roatian, the Serbians are generally 
Eastern Orthodox; Croatians, Roman 
Catholic; and the Muslims are Serbian, 
Croatian or both. 


The country is about 19,800 square 
miles in size and has a population of 4.1 
million. The northern portion of the 
country, Bosnia, is wooded and hilly. The 
southern portion, Hercegovina, is flatter 
and primarily agricultural. The capital 
and largest city is Sarajevo. 

Fighting broke out in Bosnia on March 
22, 1992, when ethnic Serbs, aided by Ser¬ 
bian government forces, began attacking 
Muslim and Croat areas. Serbia, wanted 
Serb-held areas of Croatia. During the 
fighting, Serbians used "ethnic clean¬ 
sing," a policy of expelling non-Serbs — 
mostly Muslims — from their homes in 
captured territory. This policy out¬ 
raged international opinion when wit¬ 
nesses told of atrocities against Croats 
and Muslims in Serbian-held territory and 
detention camps. Since the civil war 
broke out, the United Nations and the 
European Community have been trying to get 
the opposing sides to negotiate a peace. 
Officials have called cease fires, but 
none have lasted.

The key word today is readiness 

In the last few weeks we have seen 
twenty-one of our staff members deployed 
on short notice. All of them were men¬ 
tally prepared and in some cases quite 
excited. What we really don't know is 
if they were physically ready for the 
rigors of their new duties. Sure, we 
have our physical readiness test results 
and until recently, the body fat meas¬ 
urements (now replaced by height/weight 
standards). But these really don't 
define a condition of readiness, partic¬ 
ularly when the sudden deployment is to 
a Marine Corps infantry support unit. 

In the near future, we will be im¬ 
plementing the revised program require¬ 
ments for physical fitness which mandate 
regular aerobic fitness training. The 
details of our implementation are being 
developed, but in the meantime, there is 
no need to wait. Those of you, who are 
subject to deployment, owe yourselves 
and your families the commitment to 
maintain your fitness at the peak of 
your potential. To do less is to assume 
a needless risk that you will deploy and 
not be able to keep up with your ship¬ 
mates. In a worst case scenario, that 
could be a life threatening risk for you 
and for those around you. 

I know that a good percentage of 
the staff, military and civilian, are 
committed to personal fitness and I 
applaud each of you. For those of you 
who have not maintained your capability, 
I suggest you give that your thought and 
attention voluntarily. We will imple¬ 
ment mandatory programs, but you will 
get maximum benefit by recognizing the 
good it will do you in terms of your 
health as well as the protection it may 
afford you should you be sent to a 
hostile environment.
